savs: “ The question of the constitutionality 
of this law is imp ortant, for ap art from any 
other consideration, should it ultimately l>c 
held to be unconstitutional, not only may the 
condem ned p ossibly escap e p unishm ent, but 
all other p ersons com m itting cap ital crimes 
since 
the 
beginning 
of 
the 
current 
year 
may 
likewise

unp unished 
inasm uch as it is exp ressly p rovided that a l­ 
ter it takes effect a crime p unishable by death 
m ust be p unished according to its p rovisions 
and not otherwise, and it 
is clear that any 
p enal acj hereafter p assed to ap p ly to these 
cases would necessarily and justly be held 
void, as ex p o st fa eto . 
And as it is a question 
of novelty there is no p recedence for guidance 
or follow ing. 
It is the p ioneer case and its 
final decision is awaited w jtjr interest not 
only iu this State but 
in 
other States 
and counties.” The op inion then notes the 
fact that the act became a law after " much 
more than ordinary consideration and delib 
o ratio n ” measuring the w ork done by the 
Commission which recom m ended electricity 
in p lace of the rop e. 
In sp eaking of the 
testim ony taken by Referee Becker, Judge 
Day say?: " It was, however, to be exp ected, 
as the result is at that the testim ony would 
p rove to l)e conflicting, and <>f necessity, in a 
great degree sp eculative and hyp othetical, for 
oil p p p erson has the exp erim ent yet been 
tried, and np p ndegvor to take hum an life by 
means of electricity has beep made, under the 
circum stances and conditions, and wip i the 
ap p liances indicated by scientific knowledge 
as those most favorable to p toduce a fatal re­ 
sult. 
B ut hack of all other questions mooted 
on the argument lies another, and it is this : 
"W h a t is the duty of C ourts and judicial of­ 
ficers when called up on to declare, in a case 
like this, a legislative act void as against the 
Constitution and by w hat rules should they 
lie governctj ?

DECISION IN THE KEMMLER CASE. 


Ju d g e D ay Sava D eath by K tectrlclty is N ot 
U nconstitutional. 
By TelegraDb to Tbe Freeman. 
A u burn, N. Y., Oct. 9.—Judge S. Edwin 
Day filed his opinion in die Kemmlercase to 
day. 
He decides against Kemmler and the 
case will now go to the higher court. 
After 
rehearsing the facts in connection with the 
trial aDd conviction of Kemmler and subso- 
quent steps to procure bis release the opinion 
says: “ Tbe question of the constitutionality 
of this law is important, for apart from any 
other consideration, should it ultimately l>c 
held to be unconstitutional, not only may the 
condemned possibly escape punishment, but 
all other persons committing capital crimes 
since 
the 
beginning 
of 
the 
current 
year 
may 
likewise 
go 
unpunished 
inasmuch as it is expressly provided that af­ 
ter it takes effect a crime punishable by death 
must be punished according to its provisions 
and not otherwise, ami it is clear that any 
penal acf hereafter passed to apply to these 
cages would necessarily and justly be held 
void, as ex post faeto. 
And as it ¡s a question 
of novelty there is no precedence for guidance 
or following. 
It is the pioneer case and its 
final decision is awaited wjth interest not 
only iu this State but 
in 
other States 
and counties.” The opinion then notes the 
fact that the act became a law after “ much 
more than ordinary consideration and delib 
eration ” measuring the work done by the 
Commission which recommended electricity 
iu place of the rope.

EMERGENT APPROPRI ATI ONS. 


The Governor said in his speech at Delhi 
that there had arisen no “ extraordinary 
em erg ency” to justify the increase of appro­ 
priations by the Leg islature. 
One of Web­ 
ster’s definitions of emerg ency is “ any event 
or occasional com bination of circum stances 
which calls for im m ediate action or rem edy.” 
T here were new appropriations by the Leg is­ 
lature last w inter for objects not included in 
the appropriations of the previous year, and 
there were increased allowances for objects 
previously specified. 
Let us see w hether 
there was any em erg ency to fit them . 
Here 
are some appropriations entirely new, and 
therefore entitled to be considered em erg ent: 


T he desertion of Verm ont farm s by their 
owners is not a sig n of decay but of recup­ 
eration. 
The restless Yankee spirit that is 
satisfied with only the best is following the 
¡Star of E m pire—that is all. 
The farm that 
is left behind is g etting the period of rest lhat 
it needs after a steady tax upon its fertilily 
for two hundred years. 
It is not in New 
Eng land alone that worn out farms are to be 
found. 
They are scattered all over the state 
of New York. 
T heir owners have the choice 
to stop and allow them to recuperate or to 
move on and Abandon them. 
The policy of 
abandonm ent has not been adopted in New 
Y ork to any considerable extent. 
In New 
Eng land it is different. 
This moving W estw ard makes room for 
another class of pioneers who are looking for 
cheap lauds. 
And very cheap they are in 
Vermont for a truth. 
A farm of 200 acres 
in Jam aica, W indham county, with fair 
building s, a g ood sug ar orchard, plenty of 
tim ber, and one of the best iu town, is 
offered for $810, or at the rate of $4 05 
acre. 
A nother in Chelsea, Orang e county, 
of 300 acres, with g ood building s, recently 
sold for $1,100. or $3.36 per acre. 
In Head 
iug . W indsor couuty, 4.000 acres in variou 
farms, some with building s and some with 
out, and partially covered with g ood, timber, 
aie now in the m arket at from $3 to $4 per 
acre. 
The clerk of Vershiretown reports 
many abandoned farm s in that and adjoining 
towns, w ith g ood building s, that can be 
boug ht for $5 or less per acre. 
But these farm s are g oing to be repopu 
luted. 
Two colonies of Swedes have alread 
been induced to locate, one in W ilming ton, 
W indham county, and another iu Weston, 
W indsor county.

T he Governor said in his speech at D elhi 
that there had arisen 
no 
“ extraordinary 
em ergency” to justify the increase of appro 
priations by the Legislature. 
One of W eb­ 
ster’s -definitions of em ergency is “ any event 
or occasional combination of circumstances 
which calls for immediate action or rem edy.” 
There were new appropriations by the L egis­ 
lature last winter for objects not included in 
the appropriations of the previous year, and 
there were increased allow ances for objects 
previously specified. 
Let us see whether 
there was any emergency to fit them.

therefore entitled to be considered emergent:

ernor approved the entire list except the last 
Iwo items. 
He vetoed the hill to establish a 
w om an’s reformatory in N ew York on the 
ground that the one at H udson was sufficient, 
being ignorant of the fact that the law ex ­ 
cludes N ew York and Brooklyn from the 
privileges of this asylum . 
H e vetoed the 
com pulsory education bill, not because he 
did not believe that the children of the state 
ought to be sent to school, but because the 
law 
required 
that 
the 
teachers 
of 
parochial 
and 
private 
schools 
should 
possess 
the 
qualifications 
exacted 
of 
public teachers. 
W hether these objections 
effected a valuable saving to the state or sub­ 
jected it to the loss of great aod useful ad­ 
vantages, any intelligent reader cun deter­ 
m ine. 
The decent people o f N ew York and 
B rooklyn say that there is an em ergency in 
m orals that requires a w om an’s reformatory; 
the people In every part o f the stale say that 
tlie uneducated and vagrant class of children 
are becom ing sc numerous as to precipitate 
the necessity of sending them to school 
as 
a 
check 
upon 
the 
rapid 
in 
crease 
o f 
pauperism 
and 
crime. 
There 
w ere several small items entirely new, in­ 
clu d in g a lunacy commission ($15,000) mete­ 
orological 
station 
at 
Cornell University 
($4,500) and a few others, carrying the total 
for new or emergent appropriations up to 
about $1,212,000, or within $898,000 o f the 
entire difference between 1888 and 1889. 
Then Jhere were increased allowances for 
pider objects. 
The Elm ira Iieformatory was 


voted an increase of $35,000, the D eaf Mute 
asylum at Malone was re-voted I he $25,000 
lhat was vetoed in 1888, the canal appropri­ 
ation was increased $215,000, the Hudson 
House o f Refuge for 
W omen was voted 
$50,000 
more, 
there 
was 
an 
increase 
of $21,000 for the maintenance of N otm al 
schools already established, $16,000 increase 
was voted for Sheriff’s fees, transportation 
and maintenance of tramps, $8,350 for the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, $7,000 for farm ­ 
ers’ institutes, $25,000 for improveraenls on 
Niagara reservation, $15,200 for the state li­ 
brary, $50,000 for stale printing (work pre­ 
viously ordered and done), and $10,000 for 
electrical executions. 
Adding to this $350,- 
000 voted for new Norm al schools, we have 
a total of $2,051,300. 
The excess is all ac­ 
counted for and som ething over. 
The G ov­ 
ernor in his speeches has not specifically at­ 
tacked any of these items except that for 
Normal 
schools. 
The 
people 
o f 
U l­ 
ster 
county, 
having 
got 
their 
Normal 
school, 
and 
being 
iti 
the 
enjoym ent 
of its benefits, cannot with propriety approve 
the Governor’s objections to Normal schools 
elsewhere. 
These schools are becoming an 
importaut feature in our system of public 
education, and w ill continue to be built until 
every large county lias one. 
The Governor 
approved the one at Plattsburg, the hom e of 
Smith M. Weed, and vetoed the rest. 
B y 
that single act of approval he gave his w hole 
ease away, for there is no reason for givin g 
a Normal school to Clinton county which 
w ould not apply with equal or greater force 
to every other couuty in the state. 
The Governor’s vetoes w ill save nothing to 
the tax payers, either this year or next. 
He 
has vetoed debts of the state which m ust be 
paid, public im provem ents which m ust he 
prosecuted, and public institutions for which 
there is immediate and pressing necessity. 
N ext year these allowances will all be voted 
over again, and tlie Governor, having no im ­ 
portant political campaign on hand, will ap­ 
prove them. 
He w ill then have passed the 
Democratic “ em ergency” which called for 
his vetoes Inst summer. 
Will he pass it safe­ 
ly and successfully ? 
N ot if the people take 
pains to inform them selves concerning the 
sophistries and falsehoods which he is now- 
peddling through the slate under the title of 
“ agricultural address.” 


VERMONT FARMS. 


The desertion of Verm ont farms by their 
owners is not a sign of decay but of recup­ 
eration. 
The restless Yankee spirit that is 
satisfied with only the best is following tiie 
Star of Empire—that is all. 
The farm that 
is left behind is getting tlie period of rest lliat 
it needs after a stead) tax upon its fertility 
for two hundred years. 
It is not in N ew 
England alone that worn out farms are to be 
found. 
They are scattered all over the state 
of New York. 
Their owners have the choice 
to stop and allow them to recuperate or to 
move on and lbandon them. 
The policy of 
abandonment has not been adopled in N ew 
York to any considerable extent. 
In N ew 
England it is different. 
This moving W estward makes room for 
another class of pioneers who are looking for 
cheap lauds. 
And very cheap they are in 
Vermont for a truth. 
A farm of 200 acres 
in Jamaica, W indham county, 
with 
fair 
buildings, a good sugar orchard, plenty of 
timber, and one of the best iu town, is 
offered for $810, or at the rate of $4.05 an 
acre. 
Another in Chelsea, Orange county, 
of 300 acres, with good buildings, recently 
sold fur $1,100. or $3.36 per acre. 
Iu Read­ 
ing. W indsor county, 4.000 acres in various 
farms, some witli buildings and some w ith­ 
out, and partially covered with good.timber, 
aie now in the market at from $3 to $4 per 
acre. 
The clerk o f Vershiretown reports 
many abandoned farms in that and adjoining 
towns, 
with good buildings, that can be 
bought for $5 or less per acre. 
But these farms are going to he repopu­ 
lated. 
Two colonies of Swedes have already 
been induced to locale, one in W ilm ington, 
W indham countv, and another iu W eston, 
W indsor county. 
The first will contain 13 
fam ilies and the other 12. 
Each fam ily 
will occupy about 100 acres, m aking at least 
2,500 acres to be taken up as a beginning. 
They lease the land for from $3 to $5 an 
acre, inclusive of buildings and other im ­ 
provements. 
T he first year they w ill pay 
only interest and taxes, and the follow ing 
year $100 on the principal in addition, and 
when all is paid their lease is canceled and 
they receive title to the property. 
The seller 
furnishes one cow lo each fam ily, and the 
people of the counties in which they locate 
provide teams for the cultivation of the land 
and money with which to purchase tools and 
seeds. 
On the 1st of May next these fam ­ 
ilies will be all settled and at work. 
And it 
is known that the Sw edes make good citizens. 
T hey have much of the sterling stuff that 
has made Vermont fam ous for growing a su­ 
perior race of men. 
But are there not young 
men in the United Stales who would Le 
glad of an equal opportunity ? 


THE END OF TH E WORLD. 


T he leader of the Second Adventists in the 
United States is Esek W olcott of Eutontown, 
a small village about five miles back of Long 
Branch, N . J. 
lie has been fixing the date 
o í the end of the world at various periods 
since 1867. 
On that year he named the day, 
but just before the expected advent he saw a 
sign in the heavens which caused him to an­ 
nounce to his followers a postponement. 
In 
1873 he named another date, and witli a 
numlter of his followers awaited tlie appear­ 
ance of the Lord on the roof of a barn. 
Som e object which he saw in the sky caused 
him to shout: “ T hey’re com ing I 
T h ey’re 
com ing! ”aud he gave a leap to welcom e them. 
H e lunded in a grape arbor, breaking two 
ribs and badly battering his nose. 
N othing 
daunted by this mishap, he fixed another date 
in 1884, but as In 1867 the machinery of the 
heavens was out of order, and another post­ 
ponem ent took place. 
The next date chosen was on “ the seventh 
day o f the tenth month o f 1889.” 
The proc. 
lamation by the great leader that on last Mon­ 
day the earth wus to be destroyed was her­ 
alded to bis followers several weeks in ad 
vanee. 
They im m ediately prepared their as. 
cension robes, and held frequent private 
m eetings. 
Last Sunday night the tribe gath­ 
ered in their church at Eatoutown to make 
their final preparations for “ that important 
m orning, when echoing thunders sound, and 
hallelujahs rolling, should wing the gloom 
profound.” 
W olcott preached to them. 
He 
pictured the burning of the earth aud the un­ 
righteous portion of the population. 
Then a 
new earth would be created, and on this the 
pious Adventists, would lead a celestial life. 
T he new creation w ould lie endowed with 
perennial beauty, and delights and pleasures 
w ould bo tbejrs far beyond their present 
finite comprehension. 
A fter listening to this 
eloquent sermon the chosen people had a 
ju bilee 
and sanctified 
them selves. 
T hey 
w ent hom e fully persuaded that 
within 


a dozen hours or less they would “ inherit the 
earth.” 
Early 
Monday morning 
the 
believers 
donned tlieir ascension robes. 
Joseph John­ 
son, a rich grocer and one of the leaders of 
the sect, arose earlier than the rest and weut 
to Freehold to 
have his will recorded. 
Another Adven isl persuaded an unbeliever 
named Liebenthal tocifill his big goose, so 
that he could have the wings lofiy to heaven. 
A t seven o ’clock 
Leader 
W olcott drove 
through the village on the high seat of a red 
wagon drawn by a white horse. 
He was dress­ 
ed in silk robes and carried a large fam ily B i­ 
ble. 
Going directly to tlie church, lie grab­ 
bed the bell rope and gave it a dozen jerks. 
T hem em b eisof the flock came rushing in, sup­ 
posing that the glorious hour had arrived. 
But Leader W olcott had a dreadful disap­ 
pointment iu store. 
He announced that he 
had overlooked one prophesy in the Bible 
which would preveut the world from com ing 
to an end on that day. 
The prophesy was in 
the first verse of the twelfth chapter of D an­ 
iel: “ And at that lim e shall Michael stand 
up. the great prince w hich standeth for the 
children of thy people; 
and there shall 
be a time of trouble such as never was since 
there was a nation eveu to that time; and at 
lhat time thy people shall be delivered, every 
one that shall be found written in the B ook.’’ 
Leader W olcott proceeded to expound this 
prophecy: “ Brethren aud sisters,” said he, 
“ this prophesy must he fulfilled first before 
the world caorcome to an end. 
1 foresee the 
fulfillm ent of the prophesy, though, in the 
preparations which the European powers are 
now m aking for a great war upon one 
another. 
T his war will take place within a 
few days, and will fulfill the prophesy which 
I read from the twelfth chapter of Daniel. 
Let us wait with patience for the great event, 
and remain true to our faith.” 
In a subse­ 
quent conversation Leader W olcott said he 
was sorry lie tiad miscalculated the date, but 
was still unshaken in the belief that the Mes­ 
siah would appear before the end of 1889. 
It may not be improper to advise the A dven­ 
tists of Eatontown to hire a new prophet. 
“ Brother F.si-k ” has been making mistakes 
and living upon their credulity for twenty- 
five years. 
H is talents have not fitted him 
for success in the prophet’s vocation, though 
it is claimed that he can repeat the Bible 
from beginning to end. 
This being the case, 
he deserves to be “ bounced ” for overlooking 
that passage in the Book of Daniel. Unless he 
can do better than he has in the past, Henry 
George is likely to establish a single tax 
system before his people get the earth.

In passing it may be said that Sir Monell

I am strongly of opinion that training can hardly 
be begu n too early. 
Of cou rse, the kind and

wou ld be m onstrou s iu a you ng child, bu t there is 
no reason why, even a t the age of six or seven, the 
right 
m ethod of voice produ ction shou ld iiot 
lie tau ght. Singing, like any other art, is chiefly 
learned by im itation, and it seems a pity to lose tne 
advantage of those preciou s early years w hen tha t 
facu lty is most highly developed. There is no fear 
of inju ring the larynx or straining the voice by ele­ 
m entary instru ction of this kind.

Dr. C. F . Keefe said to-day: “ I am of the 
opinion that the prevalence of diphtheria is 
largely du e to the carelessness of hou sehold­ 
ers. 
Last week I had five eases on Union- 
s tr ci, one of which proved fatal. 
An in­ 
spection of the premises revealed the fact 
that families in the hou se were em ptying ref­ 
u se m atter into the yard, where the heat of 
the su n fell u pon it. 
The place was reeking 
with filth. 
The Sanitary Inspector was noti­ 
fied and he ordered the premises cleaned, 
which order was complied with. 
Since then, 
however, the practice has been continu ed, 
and 1 find the place in as bad a condition as 
it was previou sly. 
1 istau ces of this kind are 
nu m erou s.” 
“ It wou ld be a good idea,” said a citizen 
to-day, “ when the Sanitary Inspector makes 
a visit to a hou se where there is a case of 
diphtheria, to inqu ire what kind of water is 
u sed for drinking ami cu linary pu rposes. 
I 
believe that most of the diphtheria cases arise 
from the qu ality of water u sed. 
I know of 
two cases w here the family u sed cistern 
water, and I dou bt not bu t that the water 
cau sed the disease. 
T his m atter shou ld be 
attended to as it is of grave im port to the 
com m u nity.” 
There is a case of diphtheria in the family 
of a colored m an named C’u m back, on Pit r- 
pont-street. below Ulster Academ y.

the sun fell upon it. 
The place was reeking 
with filth. 
Tho Sanitary lns|x*ctor wo* noli 
tied and he ordered tho premises cleaned, 
which order was complied with. 
Since then, 
however, the practice has taen continued, 
and I find the place in as (aid a condition as 
it was previously. 
Instances of this kind are 
numerous.” 
“ It would bo n good idea,” said a citizen 
to-dav, “ when the Sanitary Inspector makes 
a visit to a house where there is a ease of 
diphtheria, to in join* what kind of water is 
used for drinking and culinary purposes.

talieve that most of the diphtheria cases arise 
from the quality of waler used.

water, urn! I doubt not bul that the water 
caused the discase.

Two questions in connection with the training of 
the voice should be discussed, v iz : W hen it should 
be com menced and w hether it should be interrupted 
during the so-called “ cracking " period.

Mackenzie has said this : 


I am strongly of opinion that, training can hardly 
be begun too early. 
Of course, the kind and 
am ount of practice that are necessary in the adult 
would be m onstrous in a young child, but there is 
no reason why, even at the age of six or seven, the 
right 
m ethod of voice production should not 
be taught. Singing, like any other art, is chiefly 
learned by im itation, and it seeuis a pity to lose tbe 
advantage of those precious early years when that 
faculty is m ost highly developed. There is no fear 
of injuring the larynx or straining the voice by ele­ 
m entary instruction of this kind. On the contrary, 
it is habitual faulty vocalization which is perni­ 
cious. The sooner the right way of using the voice 
is taught the more easy will it be to guard agaiust 
the contraction of had habits, which can only lie 
corrected a t a later period with infinite trouble. I 
have already more than once expressed my belief 
that there is no reason why training, within certain 
limits and under strict supervision by a com petent 
person, should 
not be 
carried 
on 
when the 
voice 
is in the 
transition 
stage of 
its de­ 
velopment 
from 
childhood 
to 
adoles­ 
cence. The stock argum ent, invariably advanced 
to pfove the necessity of suspending the education 
of the voice till it has passed through the “ break­ 
in g " period, is that, us the parts are undergoing ac­ 
tive changes, they therefore require com plete rest. 
This would equally apply to the limbs, and, in S"me 
degree, also to the brain. Y'et I am not aw are that 
it has ever b e e n ‘proposed to forbid growing lads 
from exercising their bodies, even in gam es involv­ 
ing considerable muscular violence, or to interrupt 
the education ol the mental powers till the brain has 
become fully formed. Over-pressure there may be, 
no doubt, in voice training as in other kinds of in­ 
struction. 
All voices are not capable of bearing the 
sam e am ount of training.

He 
was born in Shamhiken,Ulster County.in 1792. 
His father, John Longyear, was one of the 
early settlers there. 
W ith the exception of 
10 years in Broome County, Abram lived in 
Simnduken for the greater portion of his life. 
He was a farmer. 
In his early life grain was 
taken to the mill on horseback and a day was 
spent iu making the trip. 
Mr. Longyear was 
a good shot with the rilie, and as the Cats 
kills abounded in large game, be became 
noted as a hunter. 
To bag bears was an or­ 
dinary occurrence. 
Wolves, panthers, cou­ 
gars and catamounts were frequently Killed. 
Sir. Longyear had killed as many as four 
deer iu a single day. 
The largest deer that 
he ever killed weighed 309 pounds. 
He esti­ 
mated that he killed 50 deer during his ac­ 
tive hunting days. 
W hen the war broke out 
in 1812, he enlisted at Shamlaken and went 
to Long Island with his company. 
In 1812 
Mr. Longyear and Jane Rogers were married. 
The issue of that marriage was Joseph R., 
H enry W ., Peter.

Dr. C. F. Keefe said to-day: “ I am of the 
opinion that the prevalence of diphtheria is 
largely due to the carelessness of household­ 
ers. 
Last week I hud five cases ou Union- 
street, one of which proved fatal. 
An in­ 
spection of the premises revealed the fact 
that families in the house were emptying ref­ 
use m atter into the yard, where the heat of 
the sun fell upon it. 
The place was reeking 
with filth. 
The Sanitary Inspector was noti­ 
fied and he ordered the premises cleaned, 
which order was complied with. 
Since then, 
however, the practice has been continued, 
and 1 find the place in as bad a condition as 
it was previously. 
Instances of this kind are 
num erous.” 
“ It would be a good idea,” said a citizen 
to-da v, “ when the Sanitary Inspector makes 
a visit to a house where there is a case of 
diphtheria, to inquire what kind of water is 
used for drinking and culinary purposes. 
I 
believe that most of the diphtheria cases arise 
from the quality of water used. 
I know of 
two cases where the family used cistern 
water, and I doubt not but that the water 
caused the disease. 
'I bis matter should be 
attended to as it is of grave import to the 
com m unity.”

In the W orld o f Science. 
The latest improvement in the manufacture 
of filaments for incandescent lamps consists 
iu heating them to a high temperature by 
burning fluid fuel in a suitable furnace, and 
at the conclusion of the operation raising the 
temperature to a still higher degree for a 
short period by the introduction of a blast of 
oxygen. 
New artificial silk made of cotton or the 
sulphited pulp of young wood treated with 
nitric acid and then dissolved in a mixture of 
ether and alcohol, is said to have a density, 
breaking strength and elasticity that com­ 
pares very favorably with natural silk, while 
surpassing it in lustre. 
The results of recent experiments in the 
Mediterranean showing how far daylight will 
penetrate the water were found with a gela- 
tino-bromide plates. 
The greatest depth was 
1.518 feet, or 327 feet short of the limit as­ 
signed some years ago.
